‘Mass Sentiment Wins Vet Pay Increase 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Mar. 30.—With an election coming up, 
and mass sentiment for the bonus growing, Congress passed over 
the President’s veto the independent offices bill which carries pro- 
Visions for the restoration of 10 per cent of the federal wage 
slashes and veterans’ compensation. The president ironically chose 
the day upon which he signed the Vinson-Tramme] navy bill ap- 
propriating $750,000,000 “to build the navy up to treaty strength’ 
to veto the bill which would restore part of the wages and compen- 
fation taken from government workers and veterans in the ‘‘eco- 
homy act”, ii 

Although the navy bill authorizes construction of 102 war- 
Ships. and 1100 naval aircrafi, Roosevelt hypocritically declared 
“this is not a law for the construction of a single warship.” 


Negro Faker Makes Election Gesture 


WASHINGTON, D. €., Mar. 30.—Expressing the fear that “if 
I don’t press this question I would not come back after the next 
election’, Congressman Oscar De Priest, millionaire Negro represen- 
tative from Illinois staged a sham fight for the right of Negroes 
to eat in the public restaurant conducted by the House of Represen- 
tatives here. 

Although discrimination against Negroes has been the policy 
of the House restaurant for years, De Priest seized upon mass in- 
dignation over the recent exclusion of Negroes from the restaurant 
to “make political capital for himself in the coming Congressional 
elections. 


: Taxi Drivers Win Point 
NEW YORK CITY, Mar. 26.-—Striking taxi drivers at a meet- 

ing attended by several thousand unanimously voted to reject Mayor 

LaGuardia’s strike-breaking proposal for a plebiscite -Tuesday which

would deny the right of the majority of the drivers to vote. The 
proposal provided for drivers of only Parmeless, Terminal and 
Radio companies to take part in the balloting. 

The strikers unanimously agreed to hold a _ ballot of the 


entire industry and to remain on strike until results of the vote 
is accepted by the operators. 

The drive for relief was intensified yesterday as the first 
major victory of the strike was scored when fleet owners were forced 
to meet the drivers representatives at City Mall. 


~ How Roosevelt “Helps” Auto Workers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Mar. 28.—The true nature of Roosevelt's 
“help” to the auto workers was revealed here today when the Roo- 
sevelt government made a ‘“‘counter-proposal” to the auto bosses 
that they must recognize all unions IF the union presents to the 
bosses the list of members in the shop. Auto workers, knowing 
that the ‘‘merit clause’ in the auto code permitting employers to 
fire workers for any cause, have realized that this Roosevelt step, 
ostensibly favoring the auto workers, has the real purpose of enab- 
ling the bosses to weed out the militant workers from their plant. 


Legal Lynching of 8 Negroes in One Day 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Mar. 30.—Using the aged “rape” frame- 
up charges, the white ruling class of the South has added eight 
more victims to the ever-increasing legal-lyneh terror against the 
Negroes. On March 16th, seven Negroes in scattered southern towns 
paid the penalty of being black workers. In Hernanda, Miss., Isaac 
Tioward, Ernest Megehee and John Jones weer hanged “for attack- 
ing a white girl’’ who did not dare appear to testity against them. 
In Raleigh, N. C., Jesse Brooke and James Johnson were executed 
and at Milledgeville, Ga., Sandy Walker and John Downer were

Pittsburgh Steel 
Firm Pays Men 
After WW Expose 


CO. STOOLS COUNT VOTES IN 
UNION ELECTION, SO CO. 
UNION WINS 


PITTSBURG, Cal., Mar. 24.— 
There was an article in the spe- 
cial Contra Costa section of the 
Western Worker on a fire in the 
sheet mill bath house that burn- 
ed up the workers’ clothes and 
shoes. This article showed that 
the company was responsible for 
the fire, and that therefore it 
should pay for the workers’ cloth- 
ing and build a decent bathhouse 
with a steel locker for each work- 
er. 


The day after the paper ap- 
peared the management an- 
nounced that each worker who 
had lost clothes in the fire 
should make out a list of what 
had been burned, give it to the 
superintendent of the depart- 
ment, and the company would 
pay him or his losses. But at 
the same time the manager stat- 
ed that by paying for the loss 
the company would lose money, 
as it was not Carrying insurance 
on personal property. It was al- 
so announced that the company 
had decided to build a new bath 
house with sanitary facilities and 
steel lockers for the workers, at 
a cost of $21,300.

School Writes 


GETTING PAID WHILE AT 
SCHOOL; NOW ON WINTER 
VACATION 


The following letter, just re- 
ceived from Soviet Karelia, was 


written by a 17-year-old Amert- 
can boy who has been going to 
schoo] in the USSR for twe 


years. 
Feb. 12th, 193 


Dear E 

We received your long-waited- 
for letter last night. Max and 
Andrew have gone to town. Theré 
is a big ski-parade in the name 
of the 17th Party Congress. Ruth 
and I are on our winter vacations 
from Jan. 1 to Jan. 15. 

“We are all feeling hunky-dory 
except for a little cold. Ruth is 
going to school at Petrodavosk 
and I’m at the Karelian Pedago- 
gical Institute, second-year pre- 
paratory course. I happen to 
have the highest grades in our 
class. Each student receives a 
stipend actording to advancement, 
My stipend is 55 rubles a month. 
About 35 goes for food and 3 for 
lodging at the school. The school 
work, like industry, is based on 
Socialist competition. We have 
political study classes three times 
a month, which every student at- 


tends. Then we have socials, 
movies, ete., and we go ou ex- 
cursions. On the theater-tickets 


we get 50 per cent reduction. 


USSR Advances 


Of course we have our battles 
to win in school also. You know 
this tearing down of the old and 


building of the new is nothing 
easy, but under. the Leninist- 
Communist Party, the working- 


class of the Soviet Union wins 
victory after victory in its strug- 
gle for Socialism.

We have just celebrated the 
finish of the first year of the 
Second Five-Year Plan. The So- 
cialist system is in sharp con- 
trast to the capitalistic.

has been acknowledged by the 
recognition of the entire world, 
even the United States, the 


strongest fort of imperialism. The 
interest of the masses is day by 
day growing.

“cujlty’’ can be so explained that 
it is an advantage to his defense. 
The fact that the use of dyna- 
mite is a thoroughly wrong tac- 
tie need not hamper the fight for 
his defense. We do not condemn 
Jim, however, for follewing the 
line approved by the AFL mis- 
leaders at the time; we explain, 
and there is no worker who will 
not understand. 


The campaign for the freedom 
of McNamara can be launched 
only with the fullest support of 
the- Communist Party. It is too 
great in scope, too broad in its 
implications, to be handled by the 
International Labor Defense alone. 
Especially it must be a campaign 


among the trade unions, where 
thousands remember Jim as a 


fighter of the old school, while 
to younger ones he will become a 
symbol of struggle against the 
corruption and treachery of the 
trade union ‘bureaucracy. 


Unlike Matt Schmidt, who also 
is serving a life sentenee’ for the 
same reason but who yearly is 
appealing for parole, the prison 
board has a bitter hatred against 
McNamara, who has never given 
any quarter and never will. Jim 
would rot in prison but never 
ask for a parole.

the Paramount shop that they 
should not Jet feur of the strik- 
ers return to work. 

Results: the 37% hour week 
continues, operators receive $24 
a week, trimmers $18, cutters 


and blockers $18, and a board of 


arbitration has been set up with 
final authority on all disputes, 
outlawing our right to strike. 
The union is not recognized and 
non-strikers and scabs are in the 
shops.

Carragher Tries to

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Mar. 30. 
Definite attempts by Judge Car- 
ragher, who presided at the frame 
up trial of Lincoln Gramentz and 
Floyd Stephens, to prevent Mar- 


tin Wilson, ot the International 
Labor Defense from presenting 


evidence of Carragher’s misbehas, 
‘yior whieh would force even the 
bovrgeois courts to reverse the 
verdict, were disclosed here this 
week. 

Gramentz and Stephens appear- 
ed in court January 8, and the 
date set for trial was Mareh 6: 
Wilson entered an objection to 
the date. as the criminal code de- 
mands that misdemeanors should 
be tried within 30 days. . Car- 
ragher refused to hear Wilson’s 
argument and threatened to have 
him thrown out of court if he 
continued. 

When the appeal was entered, 
Wilson cited this fact, and Car- 
ragher declared that no such mo- 
tion was made. He was able to 
get away with this because he 
had cleared the court of workers 
prior to the time of the argu- 
ment. When the attorney for 
Gramentz and Stephens told Car- 
ragher that Wilson was going te 


enter an affidavit to prove that 
this argument had taken place, 
Carragher told the attorney “You 
tell Wilson he had _ better be 
damned careful what he puts in 
that affidavit.” 

The obvious purpose of this is 


to charge Wilson with the perjury 
which really the perjury of 
Carragher himself. Workers are 
urged to send in their protests 
‘against this attempted frame-up 
to Judge Carragher and to proge- 
cutor K. Knowles of the Sacra- 
mento Poliee Court.

UNI}MPLOYED Cot COUNCIL WILL 
INSIST ON PROPER 
MEDICAL CARE 


OAKLAND, Cal., Mar. 27.— 
Billy Hodgman, aged six, was 
taken to the Highland Hospital 
three weeks ago, and after one 
week in the isolation ward, was 
sent out by Dr. Thompson, in- 
terne head of Ward D-2. 

His mother was rot satisfied 
that he was properly recovered, 
and so called in a physician who 
reported as follows: 

“The patient shows a _ history 
of a chronic cough over a period 
of a couple of months, together 
with a quantity of sputum, oc- 
cassionally blood-streaked; loss 
of weight, energy, and appetite: 
night sweats; and hemoptysis 
nightly. Patient »ealso has a 
bloody diarrhea. 

“Conclusions; Pulmonary tu- 
bercuhosis. Possible intestinal 
tuberculosis. Patient should not 
be allowed under any circum- 
stances to remain at home, where 
it is impossible to care for him 
properly and where he will sure- 
ly infect his baby sister.’ 

Billy’s mother is on relief, and 
the three of them have to live 
in the same room and all sleep 
in the same bed. And yet he 
was released from the Highland 
Hospital after being there a 
week, as cured.

RACE PREJUDICE, FACTIONAL- 


ISM CHARGES PROVEN AT 
OPEN HEARING 


SAN FRANC ISCO. Mar... 28.— 
At a large meeing attended by 
over fifty rank and file com- 
rades, all unit buros of the Fill- 
more Section, the Fillmore Sec- 
tion Committee, the District Sec- 
retariat and the District Discip- 
linary Commission, Caesar Booth 
Victor Peterson, Mary Peterson. 
and Ben Steel were expelled from 


the Communist Party. 

These elements have been car- 
rying on a campaign of slander 
and anti-Party activities in an 
abortive attémpt to create a fac- 
tional fight against the Party. 
Their hypocricy was exposed at 
the large gathering, when, des- 
pite their demand for an open 
trial. they stalked out of the 
meeting and refused to stand

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Why “Red Scares” 


When Hearst puts forward any campaign, there’s a reason. 
And his present tirade against the Communists is no exception. 
Neither is it any accident that heading the fight is the series of 
daily articles in his press by the professional patriot, Ralph Easley, 
chairman of the notorious National Civic Federation. 


Easley is well remembered by thousands of workers for trying 
to help put over in 1980 the forged documents attempting to im- 
plicate the Amtorg Trading Corp., trade bureau of the Soviet Union 
in foreign countries, with “radical propaganda” as a means of 
closing down its office. In this he was aided by various notorious 
White Guardist forgery experts and labcr spies, including Djamgar- 
off and Bernadsky as well as by Matthew Woll, AF of L vice- 
president. Djamgaroff is known to have been used by the volice 
to spy on the workers in Flint, Mich., and by the General Motors 
Corp. in its Chevrolet and Fischer Body plants. 

Today Easley’s work is of the same character—helping Hearst 
by “exposing” the widely-known activities of the Communist Party 
and by slanders trying to build a Communist suppression campaign. 
In Hearst’s editorial in the “S. F. Examiner’ (Monday, April 2), 
he calls for a congressional investigation of Communist activities 
at once. Easley’s articles have been the preparation for this. 

Why is Hearst so anxious? The campaign, like all “red scares’”’ 
is a smoke screen. In Hearst’s case it is an attempt to divert at- 
tention from the Dickstein investigation into Nazi activities in 
America, and aid Congress to white-wash it and hush the matter up. 
For that investigation, if vigorously pressed, would inevitably dis- 
close Hearst's connections with Hitler’s agents in the United States, 
the Friends of New Germany, etc. So with all the power of his 
yellow press he tries to defend himself by raising the red scare. 

The tactic is the same as that used to put over the anti- 
picketing ordinances in California, the open suggestion of the 
“Gan Jose News” for “someone” to take Pat Callahan, Communist 
Party organizer, for a vide, and the intensified lynch terror in 
Imperial Valley. There, by trying to split the ranks of the workers 
and break up their organizations under the cleak of 100°. Ameri- 
canism, the whole effcrt of the bosses is to beat do wages and 
raise their profits in the coming crops. 

Glassford. hated by all workers for his part in the Hoover 
Massacre of the Bonus Marchers in 1932, has been sent into the 
Imperial Valley as one of the Federal “mediators’’ to try to break up 
their organizations and beat down their fight fer improved living 
conditions and pay. 

In the attempt to fasten the bosses shackles on the agricul- 
tural, longshore, auto and railroad workers, as well in other 
industries through Federal mediation beards, the red scare is nei 
to try to club the workers into accepting either AF of L iakers 
agreeable to the bosses as leaders or outright company unions. 
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These red scares are not deluding the rank and file workers, 
in any great measure, but only by actively building such organiza- 
tions as the Cannery & Agricultural Workers Industrial Union, and 
other TUUL unions, or in fighting for rank and file control in the 
AF of L unions will they be able to combat them. And only by 
increasing the fight against fascism in America and spreading in 
greater volume the truth about Communism will be be able to beat 
back the whole tactic of the ‘‘red scare’. 


. April 6th Celebrations 


April 6th will mark the 17th anniversary of the entry of the 
United States into the World War to protect Wall Street’s huge 
loans to the Allies. In that four years of slaughter the working- 
class of the world lost 11,000,000 dead and 25,000,000 were wound- 
ed in the fight of world canitalism for markets and more profits 
by a re-division of the world.

overthrow of capitalism, popular 
direction of the deep-going and 
long-building process of social 
reconstruction will have to be set 
aside for control and direction 
under a carefully ehosen. and 
highly disciplined body of social 
revolutionaries to whom the 
whole proceeding is a science, and
